Further studies 
of the animals’ habitat and their rela- 
tion to other lion tamarins should be 
conducted soon, he said.

The study is presented in Thursday's issue of the 
British journal Nature by scientists from France and 
Greece. It analyzes a fossil found in September in 
northern Greece 

The fossil, believed to be 9 million to 10 million 
years old, represents a previously known~anlmal' 
called Ouranopilhccus maccdoniensis.lt includes the 
right part and a portion of the left part of nn adult's 
face, plus the upper Jaw and almost all of its teeth, the 
researchers said. 

They said the fossil’s anatomy suggests that Oura- 
nopilhecus maccdonicnsis appeared on the human 
branch of the evolutionary tree after that lineage split 
from the ancestors of gibbons, orangutans, gorillas 
and chimpanzcc.s.

Experiment hopes to find best way to release fish

HAGERMAN — ^ In a “show-rac” ap- 
proach to fishing conse^valior^, the Idaho 
Department of Fish and Game will use a 
variety of people on'd on assortment of baits 
and lures on some captive hatchery trouts 
Saturday, for some first-hand knowledge of 
_how fish should be released.

Saturday to conduct the experiments. '

The matter of releasing fish properly has 
. become paramount in this age when fishery 
managers arc not only wanting to intensify

Idaho currently has several "trophy wa* 
” managed streams or stream see- 
tions th at rely a lmost com plete ly on the re- 
lease of fislTwilh the idea of allowing iliejn* 
to attain greater size. 

Over the past 20 years, Idaho's .popula- 
tion has grown about 30 percent, which has 
put pressure on the number of fish being 
taken and increased demand for the special 
regulations that arc aimed at wild popula- 
tions os well os size. 

■ Saturday's show-mc class is expected to 
mirror the results of post bail studies in 
Wisconsin, New York and Maine. All 
demonstrated major increases in fish sur- 
vival when anglers cut the lines on deeply 
hooked fish instead of trying to extricate 
the hook and release the fish.

technique have failed lo reach — or per- 
haps persuade — the majority of bait fish- 
ermen. 

“Fishing out of a hatchery rateway may 
not be the most aesthetic but it should be 
Ic3.st be fast and furious.” said Steve Huf- 
fakcr, chief of the fisheries bureau for the 
department. But it also is the quickest way 
lo demonstrate to a large number of people 


how beneficial the various release mcthod.s 
arc. 

“Human population growth in Idaho dur- 
ing the next 20 years is predicted to be 
about 32 percent,’’ Huffakcr pointed out. "It 
seems apparent that additional fishing re- 
strictions will be needed in the future to en- 
sure fishing for wild trout. 

"Tliis study obviously will not solve all 
the overharvest problems facing our wild 


trout populations in the future. However, 
we believe it may be a small step towards 
reducing angler conflicts over special regu- 
lations,” he said. 

But at the peak of the study is the implied 
promise that if bait fishermen respond fa-- 
vorably to the proven methods of releasing 
fish, they may no longer be excluded from 
trying their luck in the special-regulation 
waters. ”
